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Report of The Agricultural 
Committee 


To the Warden and Members of the County Council of 
the County of Norfolk: 


Gentlemen: We, your Agricultural Committee, beg leave 


to report as follows: 


Your Committee met at the office of the Clerk on February 
4th, 1942, and the following app.opriations were recommend- 
ed: 

That the sum of $3,000.00 be included in the estimates 


for the use of this Committee as follows: 


1. That $200.00 be granted to the Norfolk Plowman’s 
Association, with an additional $50.00 for the Boys. 


2. That $100.00 be granted to the Norfolk Holstein Club 
for the purpose of helping defray expenses in sending a Nor- 
folk County Herd to the Canadian National Exhibition and 


London. 


3. That $150.00 be granted for the Junior Club Wo-k 
to encourage the boys and girls of this County; the grant to 
be divided as follows: $75.00 for the Girls’ Club, and $75.00 
for the Boys’ Club, and that Mr. Bramhill be their advisor re- 
garding the expending of this grant. 


4, That Mr. Elmer McConnell, of Delhi, the County ox 
Norfolk, be our head Corn Borer Inspector according to By- 
Law No. 726, 1938, under the Plant Disease Act, and that the 
said Act be strictly enforced according to good judgment. And 
further, that the said Elmer McConnell is to be pail for his 
services as such Inspector the sum of $4.50 per diem and the 
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sum vf 7c per mile necessarily travelled by him in enforcing 
the said Act. That assistants be appointed by the Municipal 
Council subject to the approval of Elmer McConnell. They 
shall receive $3.50 per diem and a further sum of ‘7c per mile 


for travelling expenses to enforce the said Act. 


5. That the sum of $500.00 be granted to the No. foik 
Chamber of Commerce. 


6. That this Committee recommends that the permanent 
Conservation Committee be composed of the President of the 
Norfolk Chamber of Commerce, the Agricultural Representa- 
tive, the Chairman of the ‘Agricultural and Reforestation Com- 
mittees, and the Warden. 


Aes ‘hat $100.00 be granted the Norfolk Crop Improve- 
ment Association. 


8. That the sum of $1,400.00 be granted to enforce the 
Corn Borer Act. 


9. That the sum of $500.00, which has been statutory 
in the past, be granted to the Ontario Department of Agricul- 
ture County Grant for Maintenance of the Agricultural Office. 
Also this Committee recommend that an expression of app.e- 
ciation be extended to Mr. Bramhill for the very efficient ser- 
vices which he has rendered to this County. 


10. That we grant $300.00 to the County of Norfolk 
Federation of Agriculture.
